the i projected intercontinental rail- 
road which when completed will link 
tho South and Central American re- 
publics with each other and with tho 
United States. Tho Times expresses 
the opinion that Mr las G Elaine, 
the American secretary of state, is a 
"Man of grandiose ideas and if, as it 
seems quite possible he is tho next 
president, there will be some chance of 
realizing the scheme " 


Continuing, tho Times says that 


' The project aims to join the markets 
of North and South America but there 
is no place for" a general commercial 
system even in the relations between 
the several republics. The railroad, 
when completed would have to com- 
pstfe with the great waterways en 
either side of the continent Prom 
Buenos Ayres to New York and from 
Valparaiso to San Francisco the exist- 
ing means of transit are simpler and 
cheaper than they could ever bo made 
on a railroad 


' It is obvious that tho scheme has 


political as weE as commercial ends in 
view 
To join the North and South 


American republics even though tho 
first outward sign of union will be 
nothing bnt an iron rail, with the su- 
premo center of the republican govern- 
ment at Washington, Is » conception of 
captivating magnitude " 


It is also asserted by the Times that 


the recent proposals on the part of the 
United States looking to the establish- 
ment of reciprocity with the various 
lepublics of tho continent wero gener- 
ally received by tho countries to which 
overtnies wero made JIB specimens of 
absolutely cynical Anglo-Saxon sel- 
fishness and that the proposals created 
a profound distrust in American bar- 
galrs 


Touching upon the question as to 


where the capital Is to be found for the 
enormous enterprise, tho Times ex- 
presses tho opinion that It can not be 
found in the needy Southern republics, 
and that it must be raised in the United 
States The latter would be obliged to 
guarantee the Interest on the cost of 
construction, and there Is a strong con- 
viction that the United States would 
recoup itself for this guaiantee at the 
expense of the republics further south 


The Time i doclai es that many people 


of practical opinion believe such a 
scheme will never reach fruition 
The 


price demanded by tho United States 
for guaranteeing the bonds of the rail 
road would be in commercial and po 
lltical concessions, which the other re 
publics could not grant 


In conclusion the Times says 
"Tho 


United States is regarded as tho rival 
of England, and as the states of the 
southern half of the continent wore do 
veloped by English capital, there exists 
an important party which will look 
upon any step toward closer commer 
oial and political relations with tho 
United States as tending to load them 
away from an old and trusted commer- 
cial ally '
